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FRUIT DEPARTMENT 
HOW WE CUT OUR BUD WOOD 


All our fruit trees are grown from Bud Wood se- 
lected from heavy bearing trees. We travel hundreds 
of miles every year selecting our propagating scions 
from the best bearing trees in orchards of this part of 
Texas. It is the general practice of nurseries to cut 
their Bud Wood year after year from trees growing 
in the nursery rows. Very few practice Bud Selection 
from vigorous, heavy producing trees in the orchards. 


Before placing your order, ask the nurseryman just 
how he selects his propagating scions. The character- 
istics of the parent has the same influence on the young 
trees which are propagated from it as is true of poul- 
try, livestock, etc.
